Personal income tax rates 
will range from 14 to 70 per 
cent for 1005 compared to 
the 10 to 77 per cert range 
of 1004. 

Director Coyle said that 
the 14 percent withholding 
rale on wage and salary pay- 
menl adopted in 1004 will re- 
main the same in 1005. - - 

Some laxpayers will be 
tmderwiihheld on 11)04 tax 
paymen's because the lower 
wit holding rate went into ef- 
fect earlier than the final 
tax rate reduction. Mr. Coyle 
said that Tor many lower in- 
come taxpayers this under- 
withholding problem should 
be eliminated in 1005. 

Withholding on wages and 
salaries is designed to put 
the majority of taxpayers on 
a "pay-as-you-go" lax basis.

More than thirty states now impose a state in- 
come tax, with deductions and exemptions vary- 
ing greatly. Many states impose both a sales tax 
and an income tax. 

Principal argument for income tax over sales 
tax, is that the sales tax hits the person least able 
to pay it, the low-income wage-earner whose sal- 
ary goes almost entirely for living expenses such 
as food and clothing. ^ 

Ultimately the test as to whether or not you're 
over-taxed is determined by what you get for your 
money. The lowest taxes in the nation could still 
be too much if taxpayers received no benefits 
ti'Om them.

Now thaL iho general clec- 
lions :iro over, although UiPy 
arc still counting Iki I lots in 
llu- Stale Representative race 
in some areas, nor haps, now 
would bo a good time lo lake 
a long look at our election 
procedures in Lake County. 
Isn't it really about time 
serious consideration * was 
given to the use of voting ma- 
chines in. all elections in t lie 
county? 

The county could purchase, 
store, and maintain the voting 
machines and offset the cost 
by rcnlinrr the machines to 
oilier municipal units such as 
cities, townships, and school 
districts. 

The cost or printing paper 
ballots and the added over- 
lime pay for judges and 
clerks who must spend long 
dreary hours counting paper 
ballots would be eliminated 
and accurate counts of the 
votes could be completed in 
two or three hours. 

There if nothing sacrosant 
about the paper ballots Just 
because they have been used 
since voting began in this 
country. 

One of the arguments used 
against the machines is that 
it is too difficult to teach 
voters to use them properly. 
but if a voter can't be taught 
to pull Urn proper lever per- 
haps he shouldn't be allowed 
to vote anyhow. 

The argument has also been 
advanced that the machines 
can bo rigged or tampered 
with, but we can't recall over 
hearing about a voting ma- 
chine being lost or disappear- 
ing between the polls and the 
courthouse. 

There are many safeguards 
built into the machines and 
barring collusion between the 
judges and clerks the poll of- 



ficials should he able to 
guard against hanky panky 
with the tabulators. 

Unquestionably the cost 
would he high, hut it seems 
as though this would be 
money well spent by the 
county . 

Of course no machine, un- 
less it would be the Demo- 
cratic machine, could do any- 
thing about our recent at- 
large election of legislators. 

Another area in which re- 
form is long overdue is the 
organization of the county 
central committees of the two 
major parties. 

With well over 200 pre- 
cincts now established and 
many more lo be set up be- 
fore the next election it 
would seem advisable for 
Lake County lo go to a town- 
ship organization with a com- 
mitteeman elected to the cen- 
tral committee from each 
township 

This committeeman in turn 
would appoint precinct cap- 
tains and workers and be re- 
sponsible for the organization 
of his township. 

A central committee of 225 
members is unwieldy and in- 
efficient and with 225 pre- 
cinct committeemen nono of 
them has the prestige and 
Importance he should have. 

There have been rumors 
drifting around that former 
Sheriff Stanley M. Christian 
might come out of retire- 
ment to run for the office 
again in I960 and he certain- 
ly looked tike a candidate at 
the testimonial luncheon 
given for State's Attorney 
Bruno W. .

This 
year it was necessary ~lo di-

Auditor Reports On 
Municipal Finances 



Michael J. Howlett, state 
Auditor of Public Accounts, 
has begun distribution to 
city 'and village finance offi- 
cers of copies of the annual 
statewide summary of muni- 
cipal finance in Illinois for 
fiscal years ended In 1003. 
. .The book summarizes re- 
ports on Income and expendi- 
tures submitted to the- audi- 
tor under the Illinois Muni- 
cipal Audit; Law. • ■ ,: 
Tables are listed, group- 
ing the municipalities by size 
of population, so that any in- 
terested citizen can quickly 
compare the fiscal transac- 
tions of -his own municipality 
with others of similar size. 

The smallest municipality 
listed In the ; summary t is 
Panola, in Woodford county; 
with 43 inhabitants. 

The city of Chicago is ex- 
empt from the Municipal 
Audit Law and is not listed 
in the summary.' The largest 
municipality listed Is Rock- 
ford, In Winnebago countv. 
with 128,073 Inhabitants, 
Rockford has an aldermanic 
form of government, and 
does business on a cash basis. 
Study of the statistical ta- 
bles in the summary disclose 
striking differences between 
the riscal operations of dif- 
ferent municipalities of the 
same size 

For example, the commun- 
ity of Alto Pass, in Union 
County with 323 population 
collects §022 in sales taxes. 
Oakbrook, In DuPage County, 
with 324 population, collects 
$234,000 in sales taxes. Oak- 
brook, just wesl of Chicago, 
has a big shopping center. 

The fiscal structure of Cal- 
umet City and Highland Park, 
municipalities of roughly the 
same size, are examples of 
variance, Calumet City 
draws $124,000 from liquor 



and tavern licenses, Highland 
Park nothing. But Highland 
Park's vehicle license revenue 
is $171,690 to Calumet Clty"s 
$71,350. 

Most Illinois municipalities 
are smoll ones. There are 
700 of less than 1,000 popula- 
tion, 353, of 1,000 to 4,009 
population; 84 of- 5,000 to 
9,099 population, and 112 of 
more than 10,000. 

The summary classifies and 
totals the revenue of each, 
showing revenue from prop- 
erty tax,' sales tax, fire in- 
surrance tax, utility company 
service tax, liquor and tavern 
licenses, fines, permits, gar- 
bage disposal fees, etc. 
,, Expenditures also are clas- 
sified and listed, including po- 
lice protection, fire protec- 
tion, street lighting, recrea- 
tion facilities, garbage dis- 
posal, paymentns on bonds, 
etc.
